will caſily. believe it is a moſt agrecabls ſurpriſe

King hath the op- 
urniſhing himſelf with'the beſt Foor 
that were ever yet known in the World, and is 
now at liberty to Employ his own SubjeQs in 
Tillage, heya v- and ManyfaQtures, by which 
means, in a fmall tims, he 'may reaſonably ex- 
pect to Reſtore his Trade ro its former flouriſh- 
ing State : And if they arc thus pleagd with rhe 
happy Chaage of their Condition, you will give 
our Court leaye to be no leſs Tranſperted with 
the Accounts they have by the laſt Poſts of the 
prefent poſture of Afﬀairs in London. 

I muſt confeſs, I have long promis'd my ſelf, 
whenever a Peace ſhould be declar'd - berween- 
France and England, our Court as $7. Germains: 
might by a prudent, and carefutt Conduct, pro- 
fir themletves very much of the ipyeterxe Agi- 
moſities between the two conteſting Parties- for 
the Miniftry there ; And (thd. they neither of:

all Gay, is always preſent at Balls, Plays, <c. 
Orders are given out for us to Liquor our Jack-- 
Boots, Malles are faid day and night for our 
Succefs.; and we talk with Aſſurance, that we 
ſhall ſhortly have as quiet and unconteſted a-.Re- 
ftauration as that in. 1660 : I own I cannot be 
Sanguine at this rate,. for thd it gives- great En» 
couragement to ſce a. People inipos'd upon fo far 
by an. Artificial Argument, as to belicye Black 
is

barkmtents' in'/reland, and rhe P. of O.'s Deſcent, 
in every' of ' which. Caſes, the Engliſh. were Mas 
(ters of -the-Sca) to believe themlelves ſafe with- 
our a Land-Force, nor wich. any-other Land-Force 
than Diſciplin'd Troops again(t Diſciplin'd Troops, 
certainly they cannot. The'State of the Caſe,- I 
rake to be, "That - rhe old Deſigning: K——s 
have, found this way to make themtelves Gourted 
by the Government, and have Trump'd up theſe 
Specious Fears and Jealoulies of Liberty, to draw 
in a ſort of Men,who with betrer to their Intereſt, 
then they: Judge of. it, ro ſtrengthen their Party ; 
and 1 am apt-to think; the rcal Conteſt is, a 
Srruggle -berween | the Two 'Contending Parties, 
which of. them ſhall appear the molt able and 
fuccel{sfut/in the Management of rhe prelent Ar» 
gument on'foor,.
